THE PRINCIPAL 
DISCUSSES SOME 
ASPECTSOFWAR 



Sir William Gives Address 
Formal Opening: of the 
University. 



at 



LARGE CROWD AT R.V.C. 



Much Interest Shown at Begin- 
ning of Unusual College 
Year Yesterday. 




Yesterday afternoon was the occa- 
sion of the formal opening of the Uni- 
versity for another year's work, and a 
large number of students turned out at 
4 o'clock to the It.V.C. In spile of 
the greatly depleted tanks of the un- 
dergraduates this year, the reception 
toom of the college was well filled, 
and much interest shown in the meet- 
ing. Sir William Peterson. Principal 
of the University, ably delivered the 
opening address. 

After welcoming (be students, the 
Principal referred to current events, 
although he stated that he did not pro- 
pose to dwell on anything, not even 
Dr. Douglas' great gift for residence, 
that might appear to be secondary in 
importance to the greatest Issue of all. 
namely, the war. No excuse was need- 
ed, he said for referring to the sub- 
ject, as it was Important that every 
McGill student should have the right 
point of view. Just a year ago, In the 
presence of the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, he had given an outline 
of what the war was In its origin. 
Thai address had been published not 
only in the University Magazine, but 
also in the Oxford series of pamphlets, 
and none of the statements therein 
made had ever been controverted. In 
fact, every month that had passed had 
given additional proof of the sound- 
ness of the views then expressed. 
What a year it was to have lived 
through! 

The Outluuk in Europe. 

After a short review of the struggle 
so far obtained, the Principal spoke 
out against the attempt which individ- 
ual Americans are still making to 
blame both sides equally for thu 
struggle. In reply. Sir William asked 
bis audience to look upon two pictures 
— the first, that of the Hrltish Cabinet 
silting up to the last hours of that 
fateful Tuesday, August 4, and pray- 
ing, as il were, that the cup might pass 
from them ; and on the other hand. 
Berlin, jubilant nnd triumphant be- 
cause the military party had succeed- 
ed in Its aim of "pulling off" a warm 
over the Serbian question. For him- 
self he had come to the conclusion 
thai it was impossible for both Sir 
Edward Grey and the German Chan- 
cellor to be considered honest and 
honorable men. and he knew for a 
certainty that Sir Edward Grey is both 
honest and honorable. 

As to the outlook and probable issue, 
two thoughts occurred to the Princi- 
pal. The first, that If Germany had 
foreseen where she would be at the 
end of fourteen months of war, she 
never would have turned down Sir Ed- 
ward Grey's efforts to secure peace, 
tContlniied on page 2.)

MEN CAN COMPETE

Application of Western Universi- 
ty for Entrance Was 
Turned Down. 



At a meeting of the Athletic As- 
sociation held yesterday afternoon, 
several subjects of vital Interest to the 
body, and especially to those men par- 
ticipating In athletics, were thorough- 
ly discussed. The preliminary busi- 
ness Included the election of a suc- 
cessor to fill the position of vice-presi- 
dent left vacant by the non-return to 
college of Dan Sutherland. The choice 
fell on Herble Wollatt. 

The application of the Western Uni- 
versity, London, Ont., for entrance to 
Intermediate Intercollegiate Athletics 
was turned down. 

The next, question to be discussed 
was what stand tho Athletic. Associa- 
tion should take as to whether sanc- 
tion should he given to students to 
play on outside teams. If thev so de- 
sired. This brought up the allied ques- 
tion as to whether men. having re- 
ceived such sanction should be allow- 
ed to participate In any college sports. 
It was finally moved and carried, that 
"Students be allowed to play with 
outside teams subject to the sanction 
of tho Athletic Association, but that 
they h» debarred from that, branch of 
sport in college athletics." Following 
this a discussion arose on the possi- 
bility of arranging a scheme whereby, 
In spite of the absence of intercol- 
ledate contests, men might still be 
able to gain the various gTades of 
M s In the Intra-e.olleglate sports. As 
a result the Athletic Association plac- 
ed Itself on record as being In favor 
of granting athletic letters to men tak- 
ing part in college athletics. Follow- 
ing this up a committee was appointed 
to look into the matter, and report 
back to the Athletic Association.

The opening lecture in medicine to 
the rourth year was given on Monday 
morning by Prof. C. F. Martin. After 
a few introductory remarks, outlining 
ihe course in medicine. Dr. Martin 
read some interesting extracts from a 
letter, dated September 21st, from Col. 
Birkett, In charge of No. 3 Canadian 
General Hospital (McGill), "some- 
where In France." 

The location of the hospital is very 
desirable and healthful, and the 
ground In its vicinity is of such a na- 
ture that even after very heavy rains 
it is soon dry. 

Dr. Birkett writes enthusiastically 
of Ihe good work being done in the 
hospital. Since August nth up to the 
time of his writing, there had been 
more than 1,000 patients successfully 
treated. 

Almost every day letters are re- 
ceived at the hospital from England, 
written by patients, speaking In the 
highest terms of their treatment while 
under the care or Dr. Birkett and his 
staff. In fact, it Is well known now 
thai "when you want the best you 
must go to No, " General Hospital." 
Thai such Is the case is due to the 
fact that all Hie officers, nurses and 
students take a most sympathetic and 
deep interest In each individual case. 
X-Ilay Department. 
Most or the work, of course, Is sur- 
gical. Dir. I'irrie and Wilkins are do- 
ing excellent work in the X-ray de- 
partment. Very often they make over 
1on skiographs in one day. and their 
résulte are an excellent aid to the 
Htirgeons by locating bullets with 
mathematical exactness. By this means 
many limbs are saved that might 
otherwise have been sacrificed. Dr. 
Rhea Is also doing excellent work in 
the pathological department, and is 
studiously following many old and 
possibly new problems. 

Dr. Meakins is in charge of the reg- 
istration department of the McGill 
Hospital, and Col. Birkett has placed 
al his disposal some or the best men 
Tor ihat line of work. This is a very 
Important department, especially to the 
War Orrice. who appreciaie thorough- 
ness of detail and conciseness In all 
reports from the field. 

Col. Birkett also made compliment- 
ary reference to the splendid work of 
Mr. David Law, the "lay member" of 
his staff, who renders such valuable 
assistance. 

The splendid spirit among all the 
officers, nurses and students, which is 
responsible for making the hospital 
such a credit to Old McGill, in a source 
of satisfaction and deepest pleasure to 
Colonel Birkett.

The Principal's Address 

There is only one single subject to-day to which any utterance 
of mouth or pen, of any breadth of scope can never fail to make 
reference, and that is the subject of the World War. 

In his opening speech yesterday, Principal Peterson only just 
touched in the barest way on those subjects, which in less serious 
and impressive times, are wont to supply the matter for an opening 
University speech. The registration, the Auxiliary Battalion, the 
Stadium, the proposed residential buildings, and the decision against 
ilntercollegiate Sports, were all referred to, but the general tone of 
.'the speech finally resolved itself into a semi-review and examination 
of a few aspects of the War. 

Sir William brought out one striking point when he repeated his 
rebuttal to the accusation of too much power, frequently brought 
lagainst Sir Edward Grey. He explained what may not be generally 
iknown that both the King and the Ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the last Government, have to be consulted as to any final steps 
and also that Sir Edward Grey, as the latter himself repeatedly 
asserts, does everything, "subject to the approval of Parliament." 

.There were several other intensely interesting aspects, all rich 
in food and reflection. The Principal gave as his reason for devoting 
his time to the discussion of the war, as he did last year, that he had 
heard a remark that even to-day after fourteen months of fighting, 
many Canadians were not yet clear on the meaning and import 
of the war. Any who were absent from the opening yesterday and 
did not hear the speech, and wish to get a vivid and telling view of 
the great events now taking place, may read it printed elsewhere in 
this issue, and benefit greatly therefrom. 

Finally one could not help being spurred on and cheered by the 
obvious note of hope in the Principal's address. To thinking men 
nowadays, words of a hopeful tone are very, one might say only 
•welcome when they come from one who is deeply versed in the truth 
of affairs, and one whose wish is not the father to the thought. 

The enemy cannot win now, said the Principal, but on no account 
.must we allow that knowledge to weaken or hinder our efforts to 
prove conclusively and beyond a shadow of a doubt, that " Right is 
Might."

Athletic Loyalty 

In another column is found the report of (he Athletic Association 
Meeting held last night. As soon as it was officially announced that 
•intercollegiate Athletics were to be discontinued, the McGill A.A. 
was brought face to face with the problem of its attitude regarding 
.University Athletes who desired to take part in Senior Athletics 
outside the University. The meeting last night has settled the 
question as far as the Association is concerned, and the Daily believes 
the problem has been dealt with in a masterly manner. 

To have placed restrictions on the Students who wanted to play 
senior football on an outside team, would, in the eyes of many, have 
been unwise. It probably would have been claimed that Students 
should not be debarred the privilege of playing senior football just 
ibecause there was no senior McGill Team. 

On the other hand, it has been argued that with the proposed 
.programme of inter-class and inter-year athletics, the star players 
ought to feel it their duty to remain in University Compétitions and 
by so doing encourage the particular branch of sport in which they are 
interested. The action of the Athletic Association in demanding an 
.application for outside competitions and of suspending from a similar 
.College sport any such sanctioned player, goes to show the feeling 
of the Association regarding the participation of students in other 
,than inter-collegiate competitions. Also, the announcement that 
there are to be athletic distinctions in the form of M's and numerals 
for inter-faculty and inter-class sports, shows that proper recognition 
is to be given those men who show distinctive athletic ability, as has 
been customary in previous intercollegiate contests. 

Under present conditions it appears to be a problem for every 
senior man to decide for himself just where he shall devote his athletic 
energies. He has to decide between personal ambition in representing 
some big team, and staying in University athletics where, by devoting 
his energies to developing (he material in the class teams, he will 
aid materailly in raising (he a(hle(ic standard, aside frcm the fact of 
developing the men who are to represent McGill and retain her 
athletic prowess in t he years to come. 

Regardless of (he fact whether (he seniors stay with the class 
teams, it is practically a certainty that the inter-college sports will 
be more popular this year than ever before. Proportionately there 
are bound to be far more men in action and physically fit thin year 
than hitherto, without considering the fact that physical work of 
some kind is this year compulsory for all first year students. 

The Athletic Association in giving the students the freedom of 
oice has acted wisely and it will be a surprising thing in view of 
the facts if there will be more than a mere handful of students 
o do not place loyalty to "Old McGill" as the first consideration.

Yesterday afternoon was the occa- 
sion of the formal opening of the Uni- 
versity for another year s work, and a 
large number of students turned out at 
4 o'clock to the R.V.C. In spile of 
the greatly depleted ranks of the un- 
dergraduates this year, the reception 
room of the college was well filled, 
and much interest shown in the meet- 
ing. Sir William Peterson, Principal 
of the University, ably delivered the 
opening address. 

After welcoming the students, the 
Principal referred to current events, 
although he stated that he did not pro- 
pose to dwell on anything, not. even 
Dr. Douglas' great gift for residences, 
that might appear to be secondary in 
Importance to the greatest issue of all, 
namely, the war. No excuse was need- 
ed, he said for referring to the sub- 
ject, as it was important that every 
McGill student should have the right 
point of view. Just a year ago, In the 
I presence of the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, he had given an outline 
of what the war was in its origin. 
That address had been published not 
only in the University Magazine, but 
also in the Oxford series of pamphlets, 
and none of the statements therein 
made had ever been controverted. In 
fnct, every month that had passed had 
given additional proof of the sound- 
ness of the views then expressed. 
What a year it was to have lived 
through! 

The Outlook in Europe. 

After a short review of the struggle 
so far obtained, (he Principal spoke 
I out against (he attempt which individ- 
ual Americans are still making to 
I blame both sides equally for the 
I struggle. In reply. Sir William asked 
Ills audience to look upon two pictures 
—the first, that of the British Cabinet 
sitting up to the last hours of that 
fateful Tuesday, August 4, and pray- 
ing, as it were, that the cup might pass 
from them ; and on the other hand, 
Uerlin, jubilant and triumphant be- 
eause the military party had succeed- 
ed in its aim of "pulling off" a warm 
over the Serbian question. For him- 
self he had come to the conclusion 
that it was impossible for both Sir 
Edward Grey and the German Chan- 
cellor to be considered honest and 
honorable men. and he knew Tor a 
certainty that Sir Edward Grey is both 
honest and honorable. 

As to the outlook and probable issue, 
two thoughts occurred to the Princi- 
pal. The first, that if Germany had 
foreseen where she would be at the 
end of fourteen months of war, she 
never would have turned down Sir Ed- 
ward Grey's efforts to secure peace,

At n meeting of the Athletic As. 
social Ion held yesterday afternoon 
several subjects of vital interest to the 
body, and especially to those men par- 
ticipating In athletics, were thorough- 
ly discussed. The preliminary busi- 
ness Included the election of a suc- 
cessor to fill the position of vice-presi- 
dent left vacant by the non-return to 
college of Dan Sutherland. The choice 
fell on Herble Wollatt. 

The application of the Western Uni- 
versity, London. Ont., for entrance to 
Intermediate Intercollegiate Athletics 
was turned down. 

The next question to be discussed 
was what stand tho Athletic Associa- 
tion should take as to whether sanc- 
tion should be given to students to 
play on outside teams, if thev so de- 
sired. This brought up the allied ques- 
tion as to whether men, having re- 
ceived such sanction should be allow- 
ed to participate In any college sports. 
It was finally moved and carried, that 
"Students be allowed to play with 
outside teams subject to the sanction 
of the Athletic Association, but that 
they bj> debarred from that branch of 
sport In college athletics." Following 
this a discussion arose on the possi- 
bility of arranging a schema whereby. 
In spite of the absence of Intercol- 
legiate contests, men might still be 
able to gain the various grndes of 
M's In Oie Intra-colleglate sports. As 
a result the Athletic Aasoclatlm plac- 
ed Itself on record as bring in favor 
of granting athletic letters to men tak- 
ing part in college athletics. Follow- 
ing this up a committee was appointed 
to look Into the matter, and report 
back to the Athletic Association. 

For the benefit of the students It 
can here be stated that this decision 
of the Athletic Association means t fin t 
ibject only to the acquiescence of 
Atb.le.hv* Committee of Corpora-

The opening lecture in medicine to 
the fourth year was given on Monday 
morning by Prof. C. F. Martin. After, 
a few introductory remarks, outlining 
Ihe course in medicine. Dr. Martin 
read some interesting extracts from a 
letter, dated September 21st, from Col. 
Birkett. In charge of No. 3 Canadian 
General Hospital (McGill I, "some- 
where in France." 

The location of Ihe hospital is very 
desirable and healthful, and the 
ground In its vicinity is of such a na- 
ture that even after very heavy rains 
it is soon dry. 

Dr. Birkett writes enthusiastically 
of the good work being done in the 
hospital. Since August nth up to the 
time of his writing, there had been 
more than 1,(100 patients successfully, 
treated. 

Almost every day letters are re- 
ceived at the hospital from England, 
written by patients, speaking in the 
highest terms of their treatment while 
under the care of Dr. Birkett and his 
staff. In fact, It Is well known now 
that "when you want the best you 
must go to No. .1 General Hospital." 
That such is the case is due to the 
fact that all the officers, nurses and 
students take a most sympathetic and 
deep interest In each individual case. 
X-llay Department 
Most of the work, of course, Is sur- 
gical. Drs. Pirrle and Wilkins are do- 
ing excellent work in the X-ray de- 
partment. Very orten they make over 
100 sklographs in one day. and their 
résulta are an excellent nid to the 
surgeons by locating bullets with 
mathematical exactness. By this means 
many limbs are saved that might 
otherwise have been sacrificed. Dr. 
Rhea Is also doing excellent work in 
the pathological department, and is 
studiously following many old and 
possibly new problems. 

Dr. Menkins is in charge of the reg- 
istration department of the McGill 
Hospital, and Col, Birkett has placed 
at his disposal some of the best men 
for that line of work. This is a very 
important department, especially to the 
War Office, who appreciate thorough- 
ness of detail and conciseness In all 
reports from the field. 

Col. Birkett also made compliment- 
ary reference to the splendid work of 
Mr. David Law, the "lay member" of 
his staff, who renders such valuable 
assistance. 

The splendid spirit among all the 
officers, nurses and students, which is 
responsible for making the hospital 
such a credit to Old McGill. is a source 
of satisfaction and deepest pleasure to 
Colonel Birkett.

The Principal* s Address 

There is only one single subject to-day to which any utterance 
of mouth or pen, of any breadth of scope can never fail to make 
reference, and that is the subject of the World War. 

In his opening speech yesterday, Principal Peterson only just 
touched in the barest way on those subjects, which In less serious 
and impressive times, are wont to supply the matter for an opening 
University speech. The registration, the Auxiliary Battalion, the 
Stadium, the proposed residential buildings, and the decision against 
ilntercollegiate Sports, were all referred to, but the general tone of 
!the speech finally resolved itself into a semi-review and examination 
of a few aspects of the War. 

Sir William brought out one striking point when he repeated his 
rebuttal to the accusation of too much power, frequently brought 
'.against Sir Edward Grey. He explained what may not be generally 
iknown that both the King and the Ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the last Government, have to be consulted as to any final steps 
and also that Sir Edward Grey, as the latter himself repeatedly 
asserts, does everything, "subject to the approval of Parliament." 

.There were several other intensely interesting aspects, all rich 
in food and reflection. The Principal gave as his reason for devoting 
his time to the discussion of the war, as he did last year, that he had 
heard a remark that even to-day after fourteen months of fighting, 
many Canadians were not yet clear on the meaning and import 
of the war. Any who were absent from the opening yesterday and 
did not hear the speech, and wish to get a vivid and telling view of 
the great events now taking place, may read it printed elsewhere in 
this issue, and benefit greatly therefrom. 

Finally one could not help being spurred on and cheered by the 
obvious note of hope in the Principal's address. To thinking men 
nowadays, words of a hopeful tone are very, one might say only 
■welcome when they come from one who is deeply versed in the truth 
of affairs, and one whose wish is not the father to the thought. 

The enemy cannot win now, said the Principal, but on no account 
.must we allow that knowledge to weaken or hinder our efforts to 
prove conclusively and beyond a shadow of a doubt, that "Right is 
Might."

Athletic Loyalty 

: In another column is found the report of the Athletic Association 
Meeting held last night. As soon as it was officially announced that 
intercollegiate Athletics were to be discontinued, the McGill A.A. 
was brought face to face with the problem of its attitude regarding 
.'University Athletes who desired to take part in Senior Athletics 
outside the University. The meeting last night has settled the 
•question as far as the Association is concerned, and the Daily believes 
the problem has been dealt with in a masterly manner. 

To have placed restrictions on the Students who wanted to play 
senior football on an outside team, would, in the eyes of many, have 
been unwise. It probably would have been claimed that Students 
should not be debarred the privilege of playing senior football just 
ibecause there was no senior McGill Team. 

On the other hand, it has been argued that with the proposed 
.programme of inter-class and inter-year athletics, the star players 
ought to feel it their duty to remain in University Competitions and 
by so doing encourage the particular branch of sport in which they are 
interested. The action of the Athletic Association in demanding an 
.application for outside competitions and of suspending from a similar 
.College sport any such sanctioned player, goes to show the feeling 
of the Association regarding the participation of students in other 
.than inter-collegiate competitions. Also, the announcement that 
there are to be athletic distinctions in the form of M's and numerals 
for inter-faculty and inter-class sports, shows that proper recognition 
is to be given those men who show distinctive athletic ability, as has 
been customary in previous intercollegiate contests. 

Under present conditions it appears to be a problem for every 
senior man to decide for himself just where he shall devote his athletic 
energies. He has to decide between personal ambition in representing 
some big team, and staying in University athletics where, by devoting 
his energies to developing the material in the class teams, he will 
aid materailly in raising the athletic standard, aside from the fact of 
developing the men who are to represent McGill and retain her 
athletic prowess in the years to come. 

Regardless of the fact whether the seniors stay with the class 
teams, it is practically a certainty that the inter-college sports will 
be more popular this year than ever before. Proportionately there 
are bound to be far more men in action and physically fit this year 
than hitherto, without considering the fact that physical work of 
6ome kind is this year compulsory for all first year students. 

The Athletic Association in giving the students the freedom of 
ioice has acted wisely and it will be a surprising thing in view of 
ill the facts if there will be more than a mere handful of students 
fho do not place loyalty to "Old McGill" as the first consideration.

Food is Good and Plentiful ; With 
the University 
Company. 



Interesting details of life at the front 
With the University Company are giv- 
en in a letter from R. M. Cushing, a 
grandson of Robertson Macaulay, pres- 
ident of the Sun Life, who died a few 
days ago. Private Cushing belongs to 
No. 3 Company of the Princess Pa- 
tricias (McGlll reinforcements), aud 
his letter is dated " Somewhere in 
France." 

" There are three general posts trr 
a battaliou at the front," he wr'tee. 
"One, rest camps, some five uiiles 
back of the firing line; two, billets, 
about two or three miles back, aud, 
finally, the firing line itself. 

"The battalion may spend about a 
month alternating between billets and 
firing line — say, four days' stay In 
each; after that month or more they 
will likely be sent to recuperate f.->r a 
fortnight in a rest camp. Wc left Rouen 
in time to join our battalion just after 
it had finished a month in the trenches 
and had gone into rest camp. 

" We were at once divided up and 
allotted to the various companies of 
the battalion. I applied successfully 
to join my brother in No. Company, 
where we are now most comfortably 
located. 

Life is rieasant. 

"Life here is very pleasant ; light 
drills and physical exercise, parades 
alternate with digging fatigues on 
trenches, road ditches, etc., but there 
is always in view the idea of letting 
the men recuperate here. 

"Wonderful to relate, we rarely rise 
before seven a.m.! Food is good and 
plentiful; sports of all kinds are en- 
couraged — although I must admit that 
personally I prefer a lazy life. There 
Is a stream close by, where we may 
bathe; and about two miles away are 
array baths, whither we were taken I 
yesterday. 

"The procedure there was in* est- 
Ing. First leaving valuables in safe- 
keeping, we undressed in a large room 
and entered huge vats of hot disinfect- 
ing water, -where half a d -zen men 
could be at the same time. These vats 
were about 8 x 10 feet across, and the 
water fully three feet deep. Thence, 
at our leisure, we went to cold plunge 
baths, about 12 feet long, fi wide, and 
2 1-2 feet deep. When dressing »e 
were at liberty to exchange our socks 
and underwear for other underwear, 
which had been washed and fumigated. 
The latter precaution is very desirable 
'and causes many exchanges. Insect 
pests are not unknown here and in the 
trenches. 

Get English Papers. 

" We live in shelters of canvas on 
wood frames, painted Ko escape aero- 
plane observers, tent shaped, holding 
about 25 men. When wc are all inside, 
with our rifles and equipment, there is 
not much spare room, I can assure 
you. 

"English papers are sold by French 
urchins every morning, at about 4c 
each, instead of the normal cent;, but 
we buy them freely, both for news and 
because the paper is useful in cleaning 
mess tins after meals and wrapping 
up jam tins, etc. 

"There is a member of the Sanita- 
tion Squad, known as 'Sanitary Sam,' 
who keeps a keen eye on uncovered 
food, dirt, etc. 

"We often see ilerman 'planes try- 
ing to secure information over our 
lines. Only this morning we watched 
one venturesome flier come well over 
our territory, with shells bursting all 
about him. Nearly one hundred must 
have been fired at him, and one of our 
'planes chased him, hut he escaped. 

"The gun and rifle rarely ceases for 
any length of time; the boom of guns 
in the distance it so common that you 
ha/dly notice it. At night, too, you 
can see the great flares sent up by 
both sides to disrlose any activity and 
provide a mark If possible for the gun- 
ners and riflemen. But on the whole 
there Is little doing at this part of the 
line, and casualties are few. 

" Last evening I saw a silhouette

WANT STUDENTS TO

Orderly Room Open Every Af 
ternoon and Evening This 
Week for Enrolment. 



While there has been a commend- 
able respnose from the members of 
the McGlll Auxiliary aBttalion to the 
appeal for recruits for the contingent 
proper, students of the University in 
general have not as yet evinced a de- 
sire to become attached to the contin- 
gent in any great numbers. In an ef- 
fort to arouse interest in the contin- 
gent among the members of the stu- 
dent body, cards setting forth the reg- 
ulations for entrance were yesterday 
set up in conspicuous positions about 
the campus, and the battalion staff 
hopes by this means to secure a large 
enrollment of students in the unit 
within the next few days. Brills will 
not commence until October 14. The 
orderly room at the C. O. T. C. headw 
quarters will be open from 2.30 to 6 
p.m., and from 8 to 10 every evening 
this week, when students may hand in 
their names for enrollment in the hat 
talion. About forty recruits were 
sworn in last night.

which might have inspired Gustave 
Dore. Against the western twilight 
appeared the clean-cut black arches of 
a bridge over a large stream— a long 
approach to it on one hand, and on 
the other a line of tall, gloomy trees. 
Up the approach and over into the 
blackness under the trees poured a 
long line of horses and men, guns, 
caissons and supply waggons. Com- 
bined with the ceaseless rumble, it was 
enough to fire any imagination. 
Heavy Casualties. 

"A day or two ago we watched a 
rehearsal for an attack on an enemy 
trench; first there dashed forward 
bayonet-men; then came bombers, es- 
corted by more bayonets; lastly there 
came the working party carrying sand- 
bags, barbed wire, etc. To lend real- 
ism, it was ordered that some of the 
men should fall as casualties. These 
were fairly frequent among the first 
two parties, but when the working 
party dashed forward, carrying sand- 
bags and wire under a hot sun, the 
casualties were awful to witness ! 

"The plight of those French people 
close to the lines Is often pathetic. 
Often parents will send their children 
south to safety, while they themselves 
take Hie risks and remain rather than 
sacrifice their whole belongings. 

"But the risk they run in staying ia 
far from imaginary. My brother and I 
were In a town on pass a few days 
ago, when two shells burst over us, 
doing no damage, fortunately, except 
to property. The townspeople always 
get somewhat excited when such 
things occur, but not unnaturally they 
hate to leave home. 

"The farmers keep up their tillage 
as usual, and that almost to the firing 
line. Crops are valuable, and one must 
take a chance. 

" We see many British soldiers, and 
find (hem very friendly, helpful and 
sociable. It is very interesting indeed 
to talk to the regulars and hear stories 
of Indian experiences, Egyptian life, 
etc. We arc close to men belonging to 
some of the finest regular battalions. 

"Our own battalion is fast assimilat- 
ing the new material, which old hands 
as a rule consider good, and I think 
w'e shall not do so badly should need 
arise." 



Extract from a letter from Lieut. W. 
E. Dunton, who went over with the 
First Universities Overseas Company, 
which has now been about two months 
in France. Owing to the fact that this 
company only took two of Its six offi- 
cers to France, this letter is written 
from the Officers' Mess. St. Martins 
Plain, Shorncliffo, Kent, England, and 
under date of September 7, 1915: 

" The Company arc over in France, 
while I, as you perceive, am still here, 
and liable to he till the cows come 
home. Still it looks as if the war 
would last for twenty years at least, 
and I don't think, as I had hoped, that 
I win be back to college this year. 
Captain Barclay and Lieut. MacDoug- 
gall, and those P. P. C.L.I, men going 
back to the trenches for the second 
time, went over with the Company. It 
was awful to see them go and leave 
me loafing around here. Of courte, 
loafing here consists of getting up ol 
5 a.m. and going to the ranges all 
morning. Lieuts. Pope and Irwin wmt 
over on July 25th, leaving only Lieut. 
A. Wanklyn and myself behind. When 
the Second Universities Company were 
here, I saw Prof. Rose. Half McUIll 
seem to be over here. I saw Georgu 
Laing the other night. He has a com- 
mission in the R.A.M.C. The camp 
here is great, but it is stretched oui 
for miles, and you very seldom sec 
anybody outside your own battalion 
unless you go to the principal bar in 
Folkestone. At present I am in No. .1 
Company, which consists of about 170 
or so wounded Pats. There are about 
400 in hospital or convalescent home, 
and the ones here are nearly all 
cripples, waiting till they can get a job 
or are fit to go back to the front. They 
are certainly a corking bunch, but 
there ate some mighty sad sights, a.i 
may be expected amongst so many 
wounded. I am second in commar.il, 
as there Is only a captain "et mol- 
mense." He is going to town next 
week, so I am going to have quite a 
time holding orderly room, etc. I have 
only been to town once so far, but had 
some days' leave to visit friends in 
Ireland. The First McGill Company 
are In a rest camp now for a fortnight. 
I had two days in London on my re- 
turn from Ireland, and cycled up for 
the week-end before last. I have got 
a motor-bicycle now, but last Satur- 
day it came to grief. I was coming 
around a sharp curve and a car com- 
ing down the road struck me square. 
The bike went under the wheel and 
was bent pretty badly, while yours 
truly hung on to the radiator. I was 
lucky enough, however, to get off with 
only a few bruises, while the bike is 
at present being straightened out. 

"Remember me to all the fellows at 
home. 

"I remain,

DID USEFDL WORK 

Under Command of Dr. Harvey, 
Reached High State of 
Efficiency. 



In describing the work of the Mc- 
Glll C.O.T.C. at Camp Niagara mention 
should be made of the training given 
to the Stretcher Bearers. The Bear- 
ers Section form a part of the Field 
Ambulance, which at full strength is 
composed of three sections of forty 
men each. It was intended to send k 
full section to camp, but it was found 
impossible to provide for that num- 
ber. 

The Bearer Section numbered twen- 
ty-six men and was organized and 
trained by the Medical Officers, Dr. 
Harvey and assisted by Sergeant 
Smelzer and Corporal Brookes. Five 
stretchers were provided, and at the 
camp adequate facilities were supplied 
for thorough instruction in the vari- 
ous stretcher exercises, etc. Ambul- 
ances were provided and practice was 
given in loading and unloading. 

Other work consisted of First Aid 
lectures, work in the field in carrying 
and caring for the wounded without 
the use wf stretchers. 

A considerable amount of time was 
given to squad and company drill and 
opportunity was also given for train- 
ing with arms. The men were given a 
day as the ranges and at target prac- 
tice they distinguished themselves by 
making the best score obtained in Bat- 
. talion. 

The physique and general bearing 
of the men were very good, special 
mention of which was made by the 
A.D.M.S., Col. Achlson, on the occasion 
of his medical inspection. 

As all the men forming the Stretch- 
er Bearers Section were medical stu- 
dents, the work was of especial value 
for those who may on graduation de- 
sire to qualify for commissions In the 
Army Medical Corps.

The First Northumberland Fusiliers 
have become so well known to Mc- 
Gill men owing to the connection of 
Major Geddes. Professor Nobbs, and 
others with that famous regiment, 
that the "Daily" publishes a letter 
from an officer of that regiment now 
in France, to a member of the editorial 
staff, In which are interesting details 
of trench warfare: 

North of France. 
Dear , July 9th _ 

I came out here to the trenches at 
the end of October, and have been out 
ever since— untouched— so far. In the 
whole time 1 have only had five days 
leave, and that about three weeks ago 
. . . bit thick, what! On the outbreak 
of the war I Joined the Artists Rifles— 
28th London Regt. (Terriers). This 
Is one of the territorial regiments, and 
a jolly good lot. After that I took a 
commission and have been here since 
November. I am in one of the oldest 
and most famous of British regiments 
and am very proud to belong to It. It 
Is the 1st Northumberland Fusiliers— 
or as they are commonly known— the 
"Fighllng Fifth." I suppose ynu have 
heard all about how splendidly the 
Canadians have done — and you must 
he proud of them indeed. We've had 
a hard time, and not long ago lost 4no 
office*» and men out of 60ft. in a little 
push we did. The men are simply ex- 
traordinary in the way they keep up 
their spirits, in fact, they always 
"keep smiling." I'm not cracking them 
up, Its the truth; the X.C.O's are real- 
ly good men. The other day when 
the. regiment took some German 
trenches — after they had reached the 
first, line — and were charging the 
second, nearly every Tommy had a 
cigar in his mouth (which was loot 
from the German trenches), and some 
were even lighted. We are pretty 
short still, and at present I am Com- 
pany Commander — which 1r reallv a 
mounted Captain's, or Major's Job. 
Well, I must close now, hoping to hear 
from you soon,

When they split our bat- 
tery up and the rest went to France, 
I got a commission in the Canadian 
Engineers and am here at the Depot 
waiting my turn to get over with a 
draft. There are three other fellows 
from school here in the mess— Bull 
and Bruce Ross (Sci. '15), and Pope 
"11. We are expecting Bill Pcnnock 
and Heber Dawson shortly too, so you 
sec there is a pretty fair representa- 
tion. 

Happened to be down at the station 
the other day and saw George Gil- 
christ entraining for the front with 
the machine gun section of the 24th. 
It is really surprising the number of 
fellows you meet around here. BUI 
Fraser and Harry Beatty are with the 
Artillery.
